Active Botanist 

Miss E. Silver Dowding, B.A., M. 
Se., a lecturer in botany, University 
Alberta, Edmonton, is the winner 
of the $1,200 scholarship offered by 
the Dominion Federation of Univer- 
sity Women. 

Annually the federation arranges 
to present a scholarship to the wo- 
applicant whose accomplish- 
ment and abilities indicate that she 
would make the best possible use ot 
the scholarship that enables her to 
continue her post-graduate studies 
for a year. 

Miss Dowding received her high 
school education at Calgary, later go- 
ing to Edmonton, where she attend- 
ed university. She has been a mem- 
ber of the teaching staff of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta for four years, and 
is regarded by many as one of the 
most active of the younger Canadian 
botanists. She has published a sub- 
stantial number of articles on botan- 
ical subjects and in the last six years 
has carried on observation work in 
Alberta and B.C, 

From the National Research Coun- 
cil Miss Dowding was given a grant 


this year to aid in the study of pine 
trees and vegetation in sandhill 
areas. The Royal Society, London, 
supplemented thé grant. Her discoy- 
eries along this line are being put 
into form for publication. 

To carry on her botanical studies 


at University College, London, is Miss 
Dowding’s desire, and to prepare het 
thesis for a Ph.D. degree.
